The government's actions in lifting gasoline ration­

, as the crepe of death. 
This statement is not made in criticism of the govern- 
* ment’s action. 
On the contrary, criticism and condem- 
' nation will be the proper public reaction to failure to 
ease wartime regimentations of all kinds at the earliest 


* possible moment. 
{ 
But the tragic fact still remains that the return to 
; abundance in gasoline and the lifting of speed regula- 
r tions are sure to mean a sharp increase in the number 
* of deaths upon the highways. There is no sound reason 
» why there should be an increase—just as there is no 
; good reason for most traffic accidents. 
Most cars will 
be driven on tires that are well worn—and tire blowouts 
, . are one of the chief causes of traffic mishaps. Few cars 
* are in the best mechanical condition, which adds mate- 
4 rially to the probability of accidents in them. 
And a 
**• further and most important consideration is the fact 
that most drivers are out of practice. Their opportuni­ 
ties to drive have been extremely limited during the 
I past two or three years. 
4 
Prospects for tile immediate future are all the more 
tragic because so much of preventive nature be done 
so easily—and yet will not be done. This, we suppose, 
a rises from tile natural feeling of the individual that 
serious accidents are something that happens to the 
other fellow, never to himself. 
If this natural feeling could be altered and the indi­ 
vidual would awaken to the realization that he is the 
type of person who does have accidents, then traffic 
tragedies certainly would be fewer. 
And it might be 
helpful if, for a few weeks, traffic enforcement agencies 
' of all kinds in states, counties and municipalities would 
enforce traffic laws vigorously.

Indeed, the prevention of deaths on the highways is 
so simple that it seems incredible that most of them 
would be allowed to occur. 
Yet, unless human nature 
has changed it inevitably will happen that many persons 
will pay with their lives for the privilege of buying more 
gasoline and driving at higher speed.

B A L L O O N BOMB “ B U S T ” 
The characteristic inconsistency of the Japanese in 
their squawks about the “inhumanity” of the atomic 
bomb has been emphasized anew by the disclosure that 
at least 225 of their balloon bombs reached the Ameri- 
i can continent during the first nine months of the war. 
„ 
It is true, of course, that the balloon bomb did not 
:ompare with the atomic in its destruction potentiali­ 
ties. But the manner in which the balloon weapon was 
used by the enemy was infinitely more barbaric. 
Not even the enemy made any claims as to accuracy 
for their balloon bombers. 
The Japs simply released 
the balloons hoping they might explode with damaging 
effect somewhere. 
They knew that the mathematical 
chances were several thousand to one against them ex­ 
ploding on any military objective. They knew that vic­ 
tims were more likely to be innocent persons than any­ 
one actively connected with our war effort. Indeed, the 
only victims were six small children on a picnic. 
By way of contrast, the American atomic bomb w as 
used as a precision weapon. 
Only two were dropped 
each upon a prime military target. 
The difference is that Unc le Sam adhered to the rules 
of war with his atomic bombs. 
The Japs, with their 
balloon bombs, violated all rules of war. The fact that 
the Jap weapon proved a complete “bust” was due to no 
lack of desire on the part of the enemy. It w as the worst 
thing he could think of doing under the circumstances, 
and he did it. 
The only reason his balloons were not 
laden with atomic bombs was the fact that he did not 
know the atomic secret. 


Now that the war is over we are safe in trusting th* 
Japs—about as far as we can see them, and nobody 
realinzes that more th^n Gen. MacArthur.

Charles Noyes is a man w'hom 
one can admire a.

After 
many decades it still has a certain 
freshness and fragile charm, and 
an occasional surprising richness 
of imagery. 
We can certainly re­ 
spect the tact that he wrote poetry 
at ail; that he was not content to 
be just another pillar of society;

self and to voice his thoughts.
